ANNAPOLIS FOUNDED IN 1604 

Nova Scotia Earliest Colonized Land 
In North America, With Excep¬ 
tion of St. Augustine. 

Nova Scotia may Ia.» claim to be¬ 
ing the earliest colonized land in North 
America, with the exception of St. -Au- 
gusflne, Fla., wliere the Spanisti cs- 
tnhllsliment was made as early as 
?r)G.A. Fort Hoyal, uow the little town 
of Aunnpoll.s, was founded In 1(104. 
three years before the Kngllsh settled 
nt .Jamestown. The brave French 
pioneers found It necessary to sus¬ 
pend their colony for three years, hut 
the settlement was re cstahlished In 
1810 hy a group of Acadlons. 

The .Aendinns were In almost rmi- 
stant conflict wltlt, ttie English. The 
colony fell Into the hands of Ihc Eng- 
lleh twice, and wa.s each time returned 
to the French hefore the English final¬ 
ly captured It In 1710. The Ai'ndlans 
remained stendfuat in their hopes Hint 
French rule would .some day retuni. 
lint their hope was destined never to 
he realized. They, however, persisted 
In rnalntnlnlng their lilcntity even 
against the English Insistence that 
they abandon their allegiance to Hielr 
mother country. 

The descendants of the .Aimdlnns, 
numhering ,qn(ljioo, are to be found In 
Maryland, Virginia, the Parollnns. 
reorgla nnd Louisiana. When tlie 
.Acadlnns were expelled from the Basin 
of Monas, firand Pre. when they re¬ 
fused to take Hie ontli of fealty to the 
English sovereign In IT.’i-A, many of them 
pscaiied to the wilderness and later 
drifted linck to their fonni'r home.s only 
to find them occupied hy new settler* 
from Kew England »tntcs. 

Alpine Wonderland. 

The QrUons, Switzerland's largest 
canton, may readily be described as an 
Alpine wonderland. It Is broken by 
no fewer than I.W valleys, varying 
greatly In .size, traversed by wild rush¬ 
ing torrents and streams and animat- 
ad by roaring wnlerfulls and transpar¬ 
ent mountain lakes. Dark green fir 
woods and velvety pasture.s cover the 
ilopcs and form the transition from 
the region of the hill* to the realm of 
the high Alps. And in this radiant 
paradlsH of vales nnd mountains there 
sinnds on iilriiost every height a little 
place of worship, an emblem of peace 
and good will, tending greetings far 
and wide.

AID NATIONAL FOREST ROADS 


Most every man experiences e-onsld- 
ernble trouble with the paint on his 
first new car, due to the fact that It 
was not properly taken care of. Some, 
however, after ruining the paint on j 
one or two cars, leant how to keep , 
the luster in the paint, but for the j 
benefit of those who still do not know 
the secret the following Instructions 
are given: 

Owing to the time required for var¬ 
nish to harden, great care .should he 
exercised In waiting the car during i 
the first few months in use. 

1. Before using new sponges and 
chamois skins clean them thoroughly 
with snap and water to remove sand 
and shell.s. 

2. Clean one panel at a time, thor¬ 
oughly drying before cleaning ijie 
next. Never wash tiie engine hood 
wliile hot, and never use hot water 
on any rairt of the car. 

3. Mud shouid never be allowed to 
dry upon a newly varnished surface. 
Wash off all mud as soon as possible. 

4. Tse lots of water to clean your 
car, .A. sponge, thoroughly saturated 
Is much better than a hose. Alwuya 
have sponge full of clean, fresh wa¬ 
ter apd use no pressure when apply¬ 
ing, 

5. Have two sponges—one for body, 
hood, etc., the other for Oie running 
gear. Keep sponge for body away 
from grease. 

0. In washing running gear use a 
soap solution made by dissolving In 
a pail of water sufficient soap to make 
a good suds. Sop on to car with 
sponge. Rinse immediately with clear 
water. 

It necessary to use soap on body, 
use only pure soap, .such as imported 
Castile, or the very best oil soap.s 
made for use on autoinohlles. There 
imist be no free alkali or acids In the 
soap, ns these will eat the surface oft 
the varnish. 


Secretary Meredith Favors More Lib¬ 
eral Financial Co-operation in 

Western States. , 


Numerous Accidents Last Year Were 
Due to Lack of Knowledge of Con¬ 
dition of Roads Ahead—Word 
of Warning Helps. 


Speaking tieforc liighway i-epresent- 
iitlM's for western states. Kdwin T. 
Meredith, se<'r('tary of agriculture, 
slated ins liellef that In llie western 
states, wliere large areas of goveni- 
nirtil lan<Is are loi’iited. tlie federal 
govenunent should adopt a system of 
financial co-opei-utlon more liberal to 
the states than Is tlie case in the rest 
of tlie country. 

“1 ililnk wo must recognize tl\p fact 
that tile existence of tliese large areas 
of governnietif lainls places tlie.se 
.states in a somewliat dllTereiit situa¬ 
tion from the remainder of the coun¬ 
try," said Mr. Meredith, “and that it 
woiilil lie only eipiitalile for tlie fed¬ 
eral giiverniiient to increase its jier- 
centage of co-opi'ration over tlie 
present liasls. I iiiii also lieartlly In 
favor of continuing tlie approiu-lallon.s 
for the tnillding of national forest 
roads. Ttiese forests constitute a 
great natural resource, and tlieir 
preservation and development Is a na¬ 
tional responslhillt.v which ought to 
lie met In full measure. 

Mr. .Meredith advocated active con¬ 
tinuation of ]iresent federal and state 
co-operation In connection with slate 
road system.s with tlie systems of ad¬ 
joining states in order that tlie work¬ 
ing nut of an a Inmate liighway pro 
gram for the whole I’nited Slates may 
proceeil in an orderly manner. He 
also advocated the eontlnimncc of 
work now going forward under tlie 
federal aid road net.

ORDINANCE NO. 243 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD 
OF TRUSTEES OF THE CITY 
OF SIERRA MADRE FOR THE 
PROTECTION OF STREET IM¬ 
PROVEMENTS IN COURSE OF 
CONSTRUenON IN SAID CITY 
AND PROHIBITING TRESPASS¬ 
ING UPON ANY PORTION OF 
ANY STREET WHILE THE 
SAME IS BEING I.MPROVED 
AND FOR THE PROTECTION 
OF IMPROVED STREETS, CE¬ 
MENT SIDEWALKS, CE.MENT 
CURBS, GUTTERS AND l.M- 
PROVEMENTS ON PULBIC 
.STREETS IN SAID CITY AND 
FIXING A PENALTY FOR THE 
VIOLATION THEREOF. 


The Board of Trustees of the City 
of Sierra Madre do ordain as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to ride or drive, or to 
cause to be ridden or driven, any an¬ 
imal or to ride or drive or propel, or 
cause to be riiliien, driven or projielled 
any vehicle, or to walk, go upon orcroSg 
any portion of any public street or 
sidewalk where street work is in pro¬ 
gress and where there is a barrier or 
barricade to prevent traveling upon 
such portion of such public street or 
sidewalk, or at or near which there 
is a sign stating that the street is 
elo.sed, or where red lights are main- 
taineil duriryf the night time to indi¬ 
cate tliat said street is clo.seil. And 
it shall he unlawful for any jierson to 
injure, destroy or remove any siah 
barriers, bairicailes or red lights ex- 
eejit under orders of the persons hav/ 
ing such street work in charge. 

Section 2. It shall be unlawful (or 
any jierson to ride, or drive or to cun.-e 
to be ridden or driven, any animal, or 
to riiie, drive or iirojiel any vehitle or 
to walk or go upon, over or mi ro.is 
any newly made pavement o/ newly 
made sidewalk, or newly rutile con¬ 
crete or eeimmt work in any public 
street, alley or jilace in ttfe City of 
.Sierra .Madre where street/work is in 
jirogress and where thei* is a bar¬ 
rier or barrieqije to jirev/nt traveling 
upon such sidewalk, or jfpon said con¬ 
crete or cement work/or at or near 
which there is 4 sign gating that said 
sti'cct is clo.seif or Khere red lights 
are maintained (Inrfng the night time 
to indicate that said street is closed. 

Section It shall be unlawful for 
any jierson to ride or drive, or cause 
to be riden or driven, any hor.se or 
other animal, or to ride, drive or pro- 
jiel or to cause to lie ridden, driven or 
jiroiielled any wagon, automobile, 
truck or other vehicle upon or along 
or across any cement sidewalk or ce¬ 
ment curb or other cement work on 
any jiuhlic street or alley in the City 
of Sierra Madre, except where a 
driveway has biKin constructed aero.ss 
the .same for the use of vehicles, or 
to permit any animal or vehicle to 
stand upon any such cement sidewalk 
or upon any public street in said City 
in such manner as to obstruct the free 
use of such street. 

Section 4. It shall be unlawful for 
any person in the City of Sierra .Madre 
to drive or to cause or to |)erniit 
to be ilriven, along or ujion any paved, 
macadamized or improved street in 
said City any vehicle or traction en¬ 
gine, any tire of which is worn oi¬ 
ls not smooth or that has a sharp or 
uneven surface, or any vehicle or 
traction engine to any tire or wheel 
of which is attached cleats or spikes 
or uneven surfaces or any device or 
devices that will cause ilamage to the 
(lavement or surface in such street; 
provided, however, that nothing here¬ 
in contained .shall be deemed to pro¬ 
hibit the use of antiskid chains on 
jmeumatic tires attached to tlie 
wheels of motor vehicles. 

Section .5. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to throw, dejiosit or jilace 
in or upon any jiublie street or public 
roadway in the City of .Sierra Madre 
any nails, tacks, crockery, scrap iron, 
tin, wire, bottles, glass, thorns, or 
thorny clippings, or other article or 
thing likely to jiuneture or injure the 
tire of any vehicle. 

Section 6. Any person who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor and ujion conviction 
shall be punishable by a tine not ex¬ 
ceeding One Hundred ($100.00) Dol¬ 
lars or by imprisonment in the City ^ 
Jail of the City of Sierra Madre for 
a jieriod not exceeding thirty (30) 
days or by both such fine and impris¬ 
onment. 

Section 7. All ordinances or jiarts 
of ordinances of the City of Sierra 
Madre in conflict herewith are here-! 
by repealed. j 

Section 8. The City Clerk shall 
certify to the passage of this Ordi¬ 
nance and its approval by the Presi- j 
dent of the Board of Trustees and 
.shall cause the .same to be published 
by one insertion in the Sierra Madre 
News, a weekly newspaper of gen¬ 
eral circulation, published and circu¬ 
lated in said City of Sierra Madre 
and the same shall thereupon and 
thereafter be in full force and effect. \

234, as amended by said Onlinance 
No. 237 of the City of Sierra Madre, 
are hereby incroa.sed twenty jier cent 
(20''^), and the Water Dejiarlment of 
the City of Sierra Mailre shall add 
twenty per cent (207^) surcharge, or 
aiididional charge, to the amount of 
all bills rendered and charges for 
water furnished after the passage of 
this Ordinance, and said Water De¬ 
partment shall have the same power 
to collect such additional charges as 
it now has to collect the water rates 
fixed in said Ordinance No. 234, as 
amended liy said Ordinance No. 237, 
and in case of non-payment of such 
additional charges the City of Sierra 
Madre and the Water Depart-inemt 
thereof may proceed in all respects 
as provided in said Ordinance No. 234, 
as amendeil by said Ordinance No.
